Commissioner Ayotte told committee that David McKerley would 
like to purchase County land near McKerley’s home. Will talk it 
over at another meeting. 

Chris Andersen, Commissioners and Officers had discussion on 
salaries and comparative work load. Will work on sick leave bene- 
fits, hours, vacation time, etc. Kersting moves to appoint sub-com- 
mittee for study.

Motion made by Welch to lay on table 
until report rendered by sub-committee chairman, seconded by 
Cheney.

The water problem at County Home was not discussed with Su- 
perintendent Lethbridge.

On August 28, 1967, fourteen months after the ground breaking 
ceremonies, the new addition was occupied by 52 patients who were 
transferred from the old building. This climaxed several weeks of 
planning and preparation in which the home was divided into three 
sections. We now have a minimum care unit for resident patients; 
an intermediate care unit; and an infirmary for those requiring 
maximum care. The state has accepted our plan and as of January 
1, 1968 has granted us a license for 215 beds, divided into these 
three categories. 

The staff of approximately 125 adjusted quickly to the new rou- 
tines brought on by the opening of the kitchen July 11th and the 
new cafeteria September 19th. The procedure manual for the new 
addition has been completed and is being put into operation at the 
present time. 

While it becomes impossible in a report such as this to thank 
every person involved in such a project, mentionshould be made of 
Mr. Richard Hanson of Bow, who served as building committee 
chairman, and Mr. George Boulay, clerk of the works. Without 
their efforts the building would not have been completed as quickly 
and efficiently. 

The year has seen many other changes in the Home as well. The 
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volunteers have given to the Home a sound system which now car- 
ries music to the patients for several hours each day. 

The resident men have been moved from the dormitory in the 
cellar to the second floor. The dormitory has been closed and plans 
are being made to turn it into a storage room. 

Miss Bessie Gray and her committee from the Business and Pro- 
fessional Women’s Club of Concord were the first to use the new 
dining room as they presented the annual Christmas party. More 
patients than ever before were able to attend because of the ease of 
entrance and the large space available for wheel chairs, etc. 

We have had one of our nurses pass the state teacher’s course 
and has become duly licensed to instruct aidesin an in-service pro- 
gram. This program is currently being carried on with all of our 
aides as they enter the county’s employ. We congratulate Mrs. 
Rachel Francis, R. N. on this achievement. 

Once again this year the budget was balanced and we were able 
to return to the county treasurer a portion of the monies allocated 
to us for the 1967 budget. 

It becomes impossible to thank every one who has helped make 
this such a good year for the patients of the Home. It seems in- 
creasingly evident that the people of Merrimack County are taking 
an active interest in the patients here at the Home. On behalf of 
each one of the patients, [ extend to you all their thanks. 

Finally I wish to thank the medical staff headed by Dr. Mcleod 
as Chief of Staff, and the nursing service headed by Mrs. Mary E. 
Jelley, R. N. for the fine contribution they have made to such a 
successful year. 

This report could not be completed without mention of Mrs. 
Gladys Tibbetts who has engineered and carried through the mov- 
ing to the new kitchen and the details of the food service program. 

Mr. Lester Tibbetts, who serves as my assistant with special re- 
sponsibility for the farm, planning and carrying through the entire 
operation of the farm. As the farm report shows it had one of its 
most successful years, and continues to provide the Home with a 
large percentage of its fresh vegetables, pork and beef. 

Mr. Theodore Hilyard continues to maintain a high standing at 
the Jail which resulted in our receiving an excellent recommenda - 
tion from the Federal Inspectors and a new contract has been 
signed under which the jail is now used as a holding point for 
Federal prisoners. 

To all the members of my staff and especially to you, the Com- 
missioners, my sincere thanks for making this such a successful, 
enjoyable year.

Our project to raise funds for a sound system in the new wing 
was completed and the music is now being enjoyed by all the pa- 
tients periodically during the day. The auxiliary also purchased 
two stainless steel carts which are a great help in our work. 

It was joy to participate in the Open House program in October 
and to assist the staff in taking visitors through out the new facili- 
ties.
